LANSING -— Twenty-four 
potential new conservation 
officers reported Sunday, 
Jan. 3, in Lansing to attend 
the Department of Natural 
Resources' conservation offi- 
cer training academy. The 
Michigan Commission on 
Law Enforcement Standards- 
sanctioned academy will be 
led by the DNR's Law En- 
forcement Division employ- 
ment and training section. 

The 24 recruits will com- 
plete a 22-week training 
academy that includes 14 
weeks of basic police train- 
ing and eight weeks of more 
specialized conservation of- 
ficer training. Following 
graduation, the probation- 
ary conservation officers 
will then complete 18 weeks 
of field training. During the 
first two years after field 
training completion, the con- 
servation officers will com- 
plete four additional weeks 
of specialized training, in- 
cluding search and rescue 
training and marine, water- 
fowl, snowmobile and trap- 
ping enforcement training. 

There are 22 men and two 
women in Recruit School No. 
7. Seven of the new recruits 
are military veterans and 
three are previous law en- 
forcement officers. Upon 
academy graduation, the re- 
cruits will range in age from 
21 to 45.

fied police officers with the 
authority to enforce all of 
Michigan's criminal laws. As 
conservation officers, they 
also have unique training in 
a wide variety of other areas 
related to the protection of 
Michigan's citizens and nat- 
ural resources. 

Michigan currently has 
213 conservation officers, 
which doesn’t account for 
upcoming attrition through 
retirements. 

“Our goal is to establish 
and maintain appropriate 
conservation officer cover- 
age for every Michigan 
county, and this recruit 
school furthers that goal,” 
said Gary Hagler, chief of 
the DNR’s Law Enforcement 
Division. “In addition to pro- 
tecting the state’s natural re- 
sources and assisting in 
rural and urban community 
policing, conservation offi- 
cers often serve as first re- 
sponders.” 

Conservation officers rou- 
tinely conduct lifesaving op- 
erations such as ice rescue 
and search and rescue. 

In 2015, conservation offi- 
cers performed a number of 
livesaving operations, in- 
cluding a November rescue 
of alost hunter in Mackinac 
County and a lost hunter 
and deer tracker in Gladwin 
County, an October rescue of 
a lost and injured Gladwin 
County woman, a September 
lifesaving operation during a 
Pentwater fire, an August

Tosco County prisoner, and a 
March ice rescue on the De- 
troit River, among many 
more. 

First Lieutenant Steven 
Burton, supervisor of the 
DNR’s Law Enforcement Di- 
vision employment and 
training section, noted that 
the DNR is actively recruit- 
ing for future recruit 
schools. 

"Men and women inter- 
ested in a career as a conser- 
vation officer should start 
the process now by taking 
the Michigan Civil Service 
exam and completing an on- 
line application for a future 
academy," Burton said. 

Michigan conservation of- 
ficers are fully commis- 
sioned state peace officers 
who provide natural re- 
sources protection, ensure 
recreational safety and pro- 
tect citizens by providing 
general law enforcement du- 
ties and lifesaving opera- 
tions in the communities 
they serve.

Kitchen 


If kitchens matter to you, you 
might want to be fairly selective 


about them when looking for a 


new home. The2009 average price 
for a minor kitchen remodel for a 


midrange home is 
more than $21,000 and 
the cost for a major re- 
model is more than 
$57,000 and the costs 
are substantially more 
for higher-end homes. 

Look carefully at the 
appliances, cabinetry, 
counters and floor.

it’s more than 15 years old. 


Basement 


The extra room you gain may 
be a huge headache if the base- 
ment floods. Look for water marks 
and find out if the house has a 
system for removing water. 

Other areas of concern that 
might cost money down the line 
are the driveways and sidewalks, 
chimneys, insulation and win- 
dows. 

If you find a house and your 
offer is accepted, you’ll be dealing 
with a home inspector who can 
fill in the gaps with a profes- 
sional’s eye. The thing is, if you 
really want the home, you don’t 
have to let problems deter you. 
You are in position to negotiate a 
price reduction with the seller or 
insist repairs be made to the prop- 
erty before your offer is finalized.
